U.S. Conciliators Set 
Up Talks — Blassie

Wage committees represent- 
ing St. Louis food stores and 
the Meatcutters Union re- 
sumed negotiations today un- 
der the auspices of the United 
States Conciliation Service, in 
an effort to break a deadlock 
which has resulted in the clos- 
ing of 150 chain stores. About 
6000 employes, including 
clerks, meat cutters, bakers 
and checkers, are affected by 
the closing. 

Today’s conference at Hotel 
Chase, was at the suggestion 
of Conciliator C. K. Call, who 
attempted unsuccessfully to ar- 
range a negotiation session last 
week before the union called a 
strike of 37 National Food 
Stores, Inc. After picketing 
began at the National Stores, 
other chain store operators 
closed their meat departments, 
and the union has picketed 
those stores carrying “lockout” 
s8i7ns. 

Nicholas M. Blassie, presi- 
dent of Meatcutters Local 88, 
told a reporter the union com- 
mittee was “happy to sit down 
at the conference table again 
and endeavor to work some- 
thing out.” 

Believes Pact Possible. 

“While we are willing to 
modify our thinking somewhat, 
the store owners must now 
realize they are not dealing 
with a namby-pamby outfit,” 
Blassie observed. “I believe it 
is possible to reach an agree- 
ment. Although our contract | 
committee was not scheduled | 
to meet until tomorrow eve- | 
ning, this is an emergency and | 
we expect to be prepared with | 
something today.” |

Drastic Cut Reflects Growing Concern 
and Knowledge About Harmful 
Effects on Human Beings.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11— 
The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion lowered by two-thirds yes- 
terday the permissible levels 
of radiation exposure for 
atomic workers and popula- 
tions outside atomic facilities. 


The drastically reduced 
standards reflect the growing 
scientific concern and knowl- 
he about the harmful effects 
O 


heredity of future generations 
and perhaps shortens the life 
span of the exposed genera- 
tion. 

Evidence of the harmful ef- 
fects of low levels of radiation 
on present and future genera- 
tions is still not conclusive and 
probably will not be for sev- 
eral generations. | 

For the present, the stand- 
ards will applpy only to work- 


radiation on the human ers for the commission and its 
body and on future genera- contractors and to populations 
tions. outside commission facilities. 
With the latest reduction, [he commission said, however, 


that it is revising its regula- 
tions applying to private com- 
panies licensed to use radioac- 
tive materials so they will con- 
form to the new standards. 

Because of the _ possible 
harmful genetic effects of ra- 
diation, the new levels are 
aimed primarily at limiting 
radiation exposure in the re- 
productive years, particularly 
up to age 30. For the first time, 
limits are placed on the ‘ac- 
cumulated radiation exposure 
an atomic worker may receive 
over the years. 

In the future an atomic 
worker beyond the age of 18 


radiation experts feel that per- 
missible radiation levels have 
been reduced to a “rock bot- 
tom” point which stil) will 
permit the use of atomic 
energy. 

The new standards conform 
to recommendations made in 
January by the National Com- 
mittee on Radiation Protection 
and Measurement — an inter- 
governmental committee which 
for more than 20 years has es- 
tablished guides for radiation 
exposure in this country.

NICOSIA, Cyprus, Dec. 11 
(AP) — Turkish  riet police 
drove off stone-throwing Greek 
Cypriot students with baton 
charges today on the fifth 
straight da@y of disturbances 


touched off by the United Na- 
tions Cyprus debate. 

The students gathered at a 
school and began hurling 
stones when police ordered 
them to leave. 

Order was restored quickly 
with the arrival’ of a Turkish 
mobile reserve force, but there 
was fear that the incident 
might spark other Greek-Tur- 


kish conflicts on the British 
colony island. 
Greek high schools ended 


classes for the day to prevent 
any further school incidents. 

Greek and Turkish sections 
of Nicosia, separated by a 
barbed wire barricade patroled 
by British soldiers, were rela- 
tively calm today. A curfew 
imposed after widespread riot- 
ing yesterday was lifted this 
morning. 

Grocers in the municipal 
market, where all fresh vege- 
tables and fruit are sold by 
Greeks. went on strike and 
said they would not return to 
work until their safety is guar- 
anteed. Many of their stalls 
were smashed yesterday by 
rioting Turks 

An official statement said 41 
men of the security forces 
were injured in yesterday's 
rioting. The number of. civilian 
casualties and the extent of 
property damage were not esti- 
mated. 

Nicosia Mayor Themistocles 
Dervis, a Greek Cypriot, urged 
British Gov. Sir Hugh Foot to 
disband and disarm the Turk- 
ish police, who he said h 
been ineffective in preventing 
Turkish rioting. Dr. Fazil 
Kutchuk, leader of the Turkish 
community, asserted that the 
Turks “no longer can be con- 
trolled in the face of Greek 
provocation.” 

Debate continued in 
United Nations Political 
mittee in New York, mean- 
while, on the Greek demand 
that Cyprus be given the right 
of self-determination. Joining 
the British opposition to the 
Greek demand, chief Ugited 
States delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge urged the committee 
yesterday to use ‘quiet diplo- 
macy” to solve the problem.

Main Points in Letter. 


It was learned, meanwhile,

1. A halt after Jan. 1 to all 
nuclear bomb testing. The 
Western allies already have 
rejected this, saying it fails 
to get at the core of the 
problem: A bar on A-bomb 
and H-bomb production with 
safeguards to prevent cheat- 
ing. Besides, the allies want 
to keep testing for a “clean” 
H-bomb and -smal] tactical 
A-bombs. 

2. An East-West ‘“‘confer- 
ence of leaders” to outlaw 
war. This, too, has been 
turned down. The allies’ 
argument is that showy sum- 
mit conferences or foreign 
ministers meetings’never get 
down to brass tacks. The 
West argues that the best 
way to prevent war is to ease 
tensions by settling the net- 
tling differences one by one 
at lower-level undramatic 
talks. 

3. A prohibition on pro- 
ducing or stockpiling nuclear 
weapons in Communist Po- 
land and East and West Ger- 
many. This idea was first put 

forward by Poland at the 
United Nations last Oct. 2. 
Nothing came of it. Two 
weeks earlier Russia had 
threatened to arm its sate 
lites with nuclear weapons if 
West Germany got them. 

4. The usual Soviet argu- 
ment about normalizing 
world relations and increas- 
ing East-West trade. Here 
again the allies take the posi- 
tion that such generalizations 
are worthless unless the So- 
viets are willing to deal with 
specifics. 

Frank About Objective. 


Bulganin, in his letter to 
Adenauer, frankly admitted it 
was designed to influence the 
NATO conference. He said, 
however, his warning was “not 
dictated by the Soviet Union's 
fear of the planned NATO 
measures.” 

Russia and the Warsaw pact 
allies could not be weakened 
or shaken by the NATO plans. 
he said. But he sdid he felt 
compelled to speak out against 
them because they were a 
danger to world peace 

The Bonn government spokes- 
man Felix von Eckhardt said 
Bulganin’s letter contained no 
new proposals and was couched 
in “a very factual, quiet and 
very serious tone.” 

Bulganin proposed a halt. to 
the East-West arms race, the 
creation of a European zone in- 
cluding all. Germany free of 
atomic weapons and a non- 
aggression pact between NATO 
and Warsaw pact countries. 

Reunification Revived. 

He again suggested what 
Bonn has often rejected—re- 
unification of Germany through 
negotiation between East and 
West Germany. He repeated 
the Soviet offer to reduce or 
evacuate its troops from Ger- 


many and other East Euro- 
pean countries if the western 
allies would do the same in 


Western Europe.

These crops are corn, wheat, 
cotton, rice and peanuts. Under 
the present flexible price sup- 
port law—which the Admini- 
stration promoted in 1954 — 
supports ranged between 75 
and 90 per cent of parity. 
Parity is the standard for 
measuring farm prices declared 
by law to be fair to farmers in, 
relation to prices charged them. 

Earlier this year Banson had 
proposed a discretionary range 
from 0 to 90 per cent for these 
crops. 

Benson told the federation 
that the present supports en- 
courage excess production, tend 
to keep the crops non-competi- 
tive in markets and to pile up 
costly surpluses, all to the 
detriment of growers. 

He said that wheat and cot- 
ton should not be subjected 
immediately and fully to the 
unrestricted competitive forces 
of the free market.

Be- 
cause of improvements made in 
the homes, he added, these 
homes have become an integral 
part of the medical care for 
elderly citizens of the state. 

More Expected Soon. 

Dr. John C. Murphy, direc- 
tor of chronic disease control 
for the county health depart- 
ment, said he had been looking 
forward for nine months to 
the licensing ceremony) He 
said most of the other 50 
homes in the sounty are almost 
complying with the law and he 
‘expects many more licenses to 
be issued soon

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SURVIVAL PLAN

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 11 
—-Gov. James T. Blair, leveling 
*-sre criticism at public atti- 
waes “portraying civil defense 
as a comical, stumbling cry- 
baby,” today called on al! state 
agencies to co-operate in draft- 
ing a state-wide survival plan 
to cope with possible 

attacks. 

Addressing a meeting here 
of about 200 representatives of 
state departments and officials 
of Missouri cities, Blair pro- 
posed that normal government 
agencies be brought into the 

lanning task because utiliz- 

g théir personne! is more 
economical than maintaining 
Costly, full-time civil defense 
organizations. 

“In the caming vear.” he as- 
geried, “the main task will be 
to strengthen the civil defense 
tapability of federal, state and 
local governments so as to 
widem the base upon which 
realistie planning can continue, 
and to provide the solid frame- 
work for expansion should that 
later be necessary.” 

Staff to Prepare Plan. 

Blair disclosed that he has 
contracted with the Federal 
Government for the develop- 
ment and implementing of a 
state syrvival Plan. In this con- 
nection, he said, he has di- 
rected the hiring of a project 
staff to prepare the plan. Col. 
Russell Boyt is chief planner 
for the staff. 

He told those present that he 
expected their ‘assistance and 
whole-hearted co-operation,” 
not only in drafting the plan 
but in carrying out missions 
assigned to them after the plan 
is prepared. Each person at- 
tending was furnished with a 
copy of a planning directive, a 
large printed manual setting 
out methods to be followed in 
developing the proposed plan. 

The Missouri civil defense 
organization was re-established 
in 1950 by former Gov. Forrest 
Smith, acting under a 1941 act

War II. 

No Comprehensive Plan. 

However, officials said the 
state hag no comprehensive 
state-wide plan for dealing with 
emergencies such as those re- 
Sulting fram aerial attack. The 
stateAgency has endeavored to 
co-ordinate civil defense plan- 
ning by individual communi- 
ties and has undertaken the 
preparation of plans for evacu- 
ation of the state's large cities. 

Blair attacked in sharp terms 
general public lethargy toward 
civil defense activities, declar- 
ing:

“With all the bristling hard- | 


ware, all the resgurces 
and competent people at our 
disposal, somehow — perhaps 
through a tragic lack of vision 


or an astounding lack of cour- | 
age—we persist in portraying | 
comical, | 


civil defense as a 
stumbling cry-baby, constantly 
demanding attention without 
“'y plans or capacity to justify 


“This characterization of 
civil defense is inexcusable, 
nauseating inaccuracy. 

No ‘Butterfly Program.’ 

“Civil defense is no butter- 
fly program. This isn't any 
garden club or clan of ‘do- 
gooders.” This is no women’s 
bridge club nor a den for Cub 
Scouts.” 

Observing that these. or- 
ganizations are “fine pursuits,” 


Gov. Blair said it is not the 
fanction of civil defense agen- 
cies to compete with social 
groups. 

“Civil defense.” he stated 
emphatically, “is a two-fisted, 
hard-fighting, efficient, intelli- 
gent, effective element of na- 


tional security whose pursuits 
will’ be conducted with dignity 
and maturity. 

“Our mission is as vital as a 
battle plan, as sound as a jet 
bomber and has to be as potent 
as our military forces.” 

Civil defense, Blair asserted, 
is “non-military defense in the 
broadest sense of that term. 
It is an integral part of our 
national security.” 

Calling for quick action, he 
fold his listeners: “You have 
the choice of standing around 
weeping as though you were at 
a national wake, or you can 
jump smartly into your new 
responsibilities and make a 
substantial contribution to our 
total defense” 

Col. Boyt said several prob- 
lems must be resolved hefore 
specific assignments can be 
made for preparing the sur- 
vival plan. These include pro- 
vision for state officials to co- 
ordinate fire services and com- 
munications. throughout Mis- 
souri and provision by the Leg- 
islature for “continuity” at all 
levels of government in the 
event of enemy attack.

Young and Old Drivers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I have just read M.W.’s answer 
to Gov. Blair’s proposal to make 
every driver take a driving test 
each time a license comes up for 
renewal. 

M.W. should have a few facts be- 
fore he tries to save the so-called 
good drivers from a little irritation. 

Over 40,000 persons were killed 
on the highways of the United 
States last year. This is equivalent 
to removing three fourths of the 
people from University City. Not 
all these deaths were the result of 
young drivers and drinking. 

Not long ago one of our Mid- 
western states surveyed people 
who were receiving state aid. Sev- 
eral hundred who were receiving 
aid for the blind had a valid oper- 
ator’s license. 

Ask any driving examiner what 
age group does the best job on the 
written and driving examinations. 
The greatest per cent of failures 
is among the older drivers who 
think they know how to drive. 

Driver education is required for 
graduation in the St. Louis public 
schools. As far as can be deter- 
mined not one of these graduates 
has even been involved in a fatal 
accident—a pretty good example of 
young drivers. 

As a driving instructor I spend 
three to four hours on the streets 
every day. We see a lot of poor 
driving—mostly by the older, more 
experienced drivers. 

Missouri needs stricter license 
laws to rémove the unfit (young 
and old) from the highways. 

I only hope the Governor has 
enough influence to get what he 
wants from our tradition-bound 
legislators.

At Paris: Ideas Wanted 


President Eisenhower's welcome decision to 
attend the NATO conference in Paris next week 
demonstrates how much importance he attaches 
to making this conference a more than routine 
affair. Undoubtedly he remembers the world- 
wide impact of his disarmament speech before 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors in 
1953; of his atoms-for-peace address to the 
United Nations later that year; and of his open- 
skies proposal at Geneva in 1955. He is hoping 
to recreate something of the atmosphere that 
surrounded these successful appeals to world 
opinion. 

Each one of those appeals was based on a 
dramatic, specific and exciting idea. Whether 
the United States delegation will go to Paris 
Similarly equipped remains to be seen. 

Secretary Dulles does not sound like it. When 
the President, following Prime Minister Mac- 
millan’s visit in October, decided to attend the 
Paris meeting, Mr. Dulles spoke boldly of ac- 
cepting “an era of interdependence” for NATO, 
and of making “our existing political-military 
mechanisms” adequace to the new situation cre- 
ated by Soviet diplomatic and technological suc- 
cesses. As evidence of the Administration's 
great emphasis on this meeting, Adlai Stevenson 
was summoned, in one of Mr. Dulles’s first 
genuine adventures in bipartisanship. 


How different Mr. Dulles sounds today! Now 
he is content to suggest that the Atlantic com- 
munity must renew its sense of need for a mili- 
tary alliance, and that any specific agreements 
can follow along at leisure after friendliness 
and fellowship have been pledged at Paris. He 
professes himself receptive to ideas, and says 
he has consulted 20 or 30 persons including Gov. 
Stevenson, but the impression he gives is that 
nothing much materialized from this canvass. If 
that impression is borne out at Paris, the free 
world will be as dismayed and as disappointed 
as it has been by the discovery that the Soviets 


are steadily overturning the world balance of . 


power. 


A few weeks ago, it was believed. that expand- 
ing NATO to embrace economic and perhaps 
some political functions, as well as purely mili- 
tary ones, would be the great idea to be pre- 
sented at Paris. But Mr. Dulles does not seem 
to be preparing the ground for any such enter- 
prise. Instead, it is West Germany and Italy 
that are proposing some form of joint American- 
European development fund for supplying eco- 
nomic aid to Africa and the Middle East. Surely 
this is an idea that deserves exploration. It is 
the same kind of idea as the Marshall Plan, 
Point IV, atoms-for-peace, and NATO itself. 

Some of the strains on NATO come from in- 
side rather than outside, and they need the 
therapy of political initiative. France in North 
Africa, Britain in Cyprus and the lingering mem- 
ory of both at Suez—these vestiges of a bygone 
colonialism must be brought into harmony with 
NATO's security requirements and at the same 
time with the demands of awakening popular 
movements around the world. Admittedly the 
task is hard, but it is also essential. Will it be 
tackled at Paris? 


“National self-sufficiency is now out of date,” 
said the President and Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan in closing their October meeting at which 
they decided to make next week’s NATO confer- 
ence a “summit” affair. The free world hopes 
that in making the Paris journey, President 
Eisenhower will carry with him the will and 
the ideas to make that principle a reality for 
the Atlantic community. 
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The County’s New School District 

The new school district that St. Louis county 
voters have created to serve their handicapped 
children ought to be an effective device for meet- 
ing this need. But whether the district actually 
lives up to the high hopes of those who worked 
so hard for it will depend in large measure on 
the six directors charged with lifting it from a 
legal abstraction to an operating reality. 

Probably the most pressing and most impor- 
tant of the new Board of Directors’ problems will 
be the question of a superintendent. His role will 
be crucial. The board ought to seek out the best 
available administrator in the country. The new 
district enjoys an assured tax income from local 
sources of up to $500 for each of its 2000 physi- 
cally and mentally handicapped youngsters. It 
can afford to hire a first-class superintendent. 

Having employed an experienced and capable 
administrator, the Board then will enjoy profes- 
sional advice on the many important educational 
decisions it will be required to make. For ex- 
ample: Should it be district policy to keep the 
mentally retarded, who represent the largest 
single class of the handicapped, in training close 
to their homes? Will it be more feasible to teach 
the deaf, say, or the blind, in a single school 
centrally located? How many school buildings 
will be needed, and where? 

When in full operation the new district will 
fill a void in the county’s system of public educa- 
tion. County voters expect the new board to 
move with all possible speed to carry out their 
decision at the polls. 


Reciprocal Trade Is Essential 
The Administration is getting ready for a hard 
fight in support of a five-year extension of the 
reciprocal trade program. Unless again ap- 
proved by Congress, this will expire June 30. 
And there are signs that the opposition may be 
even stronger than in the past. 


This opposition always is paradoxical. It Is 
obvious that the United States cannot hope to 
continue to sell abroad unless it also buys 
abroad. The balance of trade actually is already 
too unfavorable to foreigners. This being the 
case, there ought to be strong support for a 
policy which enables the President to ease two- 
way trade even slightly. 


The trouble, of course, is that members of 
Congress hear most from individual interests 
which believe they are adversely affected by 
the policy. There is no comparable lobbying 
on behalf of the more important, but generalized 
national interest. So the Department of Com- 
merce has been asked to prepare figures for 
each member of Congress, showing how his dis- 
trict is benefited by reciprocal trade. 


The State Department meanwhile is arguing 
that renewal of the program is essential to off- 
set the Russian economic offensive. Whether it 
is enough to do that is a question, but cancella- 
tion would play into Soviet hands. Opponents 
of the program might also remember that post- 
war economic expansion has been proc 
a higher rate in Western Europe tha 
United States. With the six-nation “commo 
market” now in. process of orgarization, the 
paths of international trade might be consider- 
ably changed in another decade or two. So it 
is hardly wise for the United States to play 
high and mighty. 

The good trading relations which Cordell Hull 
sought to foster when he introduced the recipro- 
cal trade program in 1934 may, in the end, be 
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more important to Western solidarity than all 
the military alliances and aid programs put to- 
gether. Such co-operation rises or declines in 
importance according to circumstances, but prof- 
itable two-way commerce between nations al- 
ways helps to hold them together. 
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Peace Beckons on the Meramec 

The Chamber of Commerce has provided, after 
four months’ study, a framework for Meramec 
river development which should be big enough 
to bring the disputing factions to its support. 


It calls for broad general support of the Army 
Engineers’ plan for three high dams. It then 
calls for enactment by the Legislature of a state 
water policy—which is seriously needed, partic- 
ularly for the conservation of water supply and 
to enable the creation of district watershed au- 
thorities. These authorities in turn would work 
toward development of eight to 12 of the low 
dams on tributary streams which are the partic- 
ular interest of the soil conservation group in 
the Meramec Valley. 

As the Chamber’s Meramec Basin Develop- 
ment Committee says in its report, these dams, 
like those of the Army Engineers, would have to 
be “justified by engineering, use and financial 
studies that are beyond the present financial and 
technical facilities of the committee.” 

Here is a modus vivendi which gives the two 
major groups involved the opportunity to get as 
much done as they can. Since, up to now, these 
dual . activities have chiefly resulted in each 
side’s canceling out the other, that would rep- 
resent a considerable advance. 


Several years have been spent now in talking 
about what the disputants cannot agree on, with 
no tangible results, while the Meramec problem 
has grown worse. Perhaps the immediate future 
can be spent in seeing how much everyone con- 
cerned can agree to. The Chamber and its Basin 
Committee have supplied what should be an 
agreeable point from which to set out. 
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Famine Threat in India 

A new and terrible internal crisis threatens 
India. Drouth has dried up the rice crop in a 
vast region west of Calcutta. Food already is 
in short supply, and the threat of famine over 
much of the republic’s eastern sector grows 
more real each day. 

Coming as it does at a time of serious for- 
eign exchange difficulties, this crisis could be 
beyond India’s power to cope with unaided. 
With sterling or dollars virtually unavailable 
for purchase of food abroad, the question arises: 
Who will take rupees? It is being asked now 
in. the United States, Canada and Burma, where 
India is negotiating for more food grains. 

We have a glut of wheat stored in Commodity 
Credit Corp. warehouses—well in excess of 
800,000,000 bushels—and if any of this will help 
it ought to be made available. 

India’s last serious famine occurred in 1943 
at the height of World War II when upwards 
of 3,000,000 Bengalis starved to death. If we 
sit idly beside our bulging warehouses while 
millions starve, we will deserve the condemna- 
tion that most certainly will be pronounced 
throughout Asia and the rest of the world. 
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Idlewild and Lambert Too 


The new International Arrivals Building at 
the New York International Airport at Idlewild 
merits the praise it received from 13 of the 
world’s leading authorities on airports who at- 
tended the opening last week. A _ tremendous 
step forward was made with the abandonment of 
the old barracks-like buildings that had been 
used for a decade. 

Idlewild’s building is 2300 by 40, or 92,000 
square feet for each of the three floors. The 
new Lambert-St. Louis Field terminal, now 360 
by 120 feet, will eventually be enlarged to 720 
by 120, or 86,400 square feet on each of three 
floors. 

Both the Idlewild and the Lambert Field 
buildings have a clear functional design for 
handling passengers that does not detract from 
the excellent architectural lines that emphasize 
light and a friendly atmosphere. 

As matters now stand, Lambert will be able 
to handle its jet airliner traffic proportionately 
as well as Idlewild does when the new planes 
begin operation in late 1958 or early 1959. Lam- 
bert has runways suitable for use by jets, a 
rather short 6000-foot strip with an instrument 
landing system for bad weather and a long 
10,000-foot runway with no ILS. 

The 6000-foot one, according to plans, will be 
lengthened 2000 feet as soon as Mark Twain 
Highway construction passes the field. Within 
the next two or three months, the underground 
fuel piping system will be in use and fuel truck 
traffic will be eliminated. 

If and when plans matewialize for a secondary 
airport within a few miles of Lambert to handle 
military plane traffic, St. Louis will be in excel- 
lent condition as an air center. Even without 
the badly needed second field, Lambert is in a 
position to show that St. Louis is ready for the 
jet era. 
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A Lifeboat for Joseph Conrad 


Last week was the hundredth birthday anni- 
versary of Joseph Conrad, the Polish-born home- 
less seafarer who made a landfall on the British 
shore, became a British subject and won lasting 
fame as one of the very greatest of all the Eng- 
lish novelists. He came to England at the age of 
21 as a Russian refugee, got his master mariner’s 
ticket at 27 and at 39 published his first book, 
“‘Almayer’s Folly,” which was to start him on the 
road to fame. 

Already there have been many articles of ap- 
preciation concerning this man who knew and 
wrote so well of the sea and so many odd corners 
of the earth as well. Among them was a simple 
proposal in a letter to the Editor of the Man- 
chester Guardian signed by four Englishmen 
who, as he was, are mariners and authors: John 
Masefield, H. M. Tomlinson, David Bone and 
David Garnett. 

They recall his love for the British lifeboat 
service and how whenever he went to a seaside 
town where there was a lifeboat “almost his first 
action was to visit the lifeboat station; and he 
never passed a lifeboat collecting-box without 
putting a coin into it.” 

As a fitting memorial to the man who humbly 
said he never “mastered” English but only 
“acquired” it, they propose that an amount of 
approximately $120,000 be subseribed for the 
purchase of a modern lifeboat to bear his name. 

Not a year goes by but the British lifeboat 
service makes some dramatic rescue of persons 
in peril at sea. What could be a more fitting 
memorial than one which would be used by men 
of courage in missions of humaneness such as 
Conrad so well understood?

Every American family with teen- 
agers in the house has faced the prob- 
lem of “going steady.” Nobody ever 
heard of such a grammatical monstros- 
ity 25 years ago. 

Now the custom bids fair to become 
an American institution in the same 
category with apple pie and baseball. 
I’m not at all sure it is as nourishing 
as the one or as wholesome as the 
other.

The scorn of the young for such 
usage is withering. It is obvious that 
John is either going steady with Jane, 
is pinned to Jane, or, in the stately 
culmination of the process, is engaged 
to her. 


Teen-Agers and Their Dancing 


The young are lIikely to express 
moral shock over the social customs 
of their parents im that far-off time 
when they too were in school or col- 
lege. 

A mother who mentions how often 
she was cut in on risks a censorious 
look from her young daughter. The 
stag line at parties now is vestigial, 
more an empty gesture to tradition 
than a living organism. 


Young couples dance together 
throughout an entire evening. They 
dance less well on the average than 
their parents did, for lack of practice 
with different partners. 


They stalk around the floor with an 
air of resignation, engage in an occa- 
sional leaping bout of frenzy, then sit 
silently together by the wall and :lis- 
ten to the music that was written for 
dancing. 

Getting stuck at a dance was not a 
pleasant experience. But is it the 
right solution to arrange for every 
couple to be stuck all the time? 


Idea of the Less Attractive? 


In my day a boy might like one girl 
because she was a snappy dancer, an- 
other because she was fun to talk to, 
yet another because she was pretty or 
her family kept superior provender in 
the ice box for the after-party snack. 
Girls, no doubt, had the same range 
of tastes among boys. 

It was perfectly fair game to see 
something of a number of people and 
try to match up the combination of 
qualities you found most attractive. 
When you discovered one person who 
combined them all, or made them all 
seem unimportant, you thought about 
getting married. 


Now the process is entirely differ- 
ent. A girl who “axes” her partner or 
is axed by him is left without anybody 
to take her anywhere. 

It is my personal male opinion that 
the system of going steady is an in- 
vention of, by and for the less aitrac- 
tive girls. 

It is true that the rush some girls 
got at a party in the ‘20s left some 
other girls sitting in the dressing room 
or dismally listening to the radio at 
home. 

The system of going steady seems to 
ensure that every duck can find her 
drake, and can swim off sedately on 
the social ‘ 3 
‘ Uf no girl has as good a time as the 
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best used to have, no girl has as bad 
a time as the worst. 

How this can be pleasing to the av- 
erage boy, however, is beyond my com- 
prehension. He does not have to be 
a wolf with dripping fangs to enjoy 
cutting in on a dozen girls at a party, 
seeing what they have to say for them- 
selves, and asking any of them he gets 
along with for a date. 

The whole system was delightfully 
discussed in Harper’s earlier this year 
by Charles W. Cole, a decrepit old 
man in his forties. , 


He finds the obvious explanation for 
the custom: the search for security. 

“Perhaps the general decline of com- 
petition under the welfare state has 
led to less competitive social customs, 
Just as the retail stores have tried to 
shelter themselves from ail price com- 
petition behind the so-called fair trade 
laws, so our young people have di- 
vided into non-competing twosomes.” 


Practice Seen as a Mistake 


He ends his article with the pious 
hope that all this youthful monogamy 
will “carry over into married life and 
erect strong buttresses to the institu- 
tion of marriage and the family.” 

I believe it is much more likely to 
produce marital explosions in early 
middle life. 

Monotony is the natural enemy of 
marriage. It is a greater danger to 
a couple wha have never had even 
the most innocent kind of variety in 
the years before they were married. 

My real hope lies in the good sense 
of a rising generation to whom going 
steady may seem a tedious and elderly 
custom. 

My faith is bolstered by a Youth 
Forum that recently took to the air 
under the auspices of The New York 
Times. The five teen-agers who took 
part agreed that going steady was a 
mistake. 

The only defender of the custom was 
an adult who edits a magazine for the 
high school crowd. She insisted on 
using the phrase “going steady.” One 
of the youthful panelists informed her 
that this means “going steady with 
more than one.” 


Class Leaders and Popularity 


A 15-year-old called going steady “a 
social crutch.” A girl of 17 saw a dan- 
ow? of “stunted maturity” in the prac- 
tice. 

A 16-year-old objected to becoming 
“the personal property” of one boy at 
her age, with other boys afraid to ask 
her for a date. 

The most telling blow, however, was 
delivered by a high school boy of 15. 
He observed that the more popular 
students, the class leaders, do not go 
steady. 

Surely he has found the key to the 
destruction of the whole system. Once 
it gets around that the routine is fol- 
lowed only by the pills, the drips, the 
goons, or whatever the current name 
may be for the type, its usage will be 
shunned by all who hope for popu- 
larity. 

And isn’t that everybody?

Medical Emissary 


ALABAMA EMPIRE, by Welbourn Kel- 
ley. (Rinehart & Company, 503 pgzs., $5.) 


“Alabama Empire” belongs to an old 
end honorable family of novels that 
ramble or sprawl for 500 or more 
pages and yet somehow manage to 
stay interesting. Some of that interest 
may be the result of its author’s skill 
in re-creating post- Revolutionary 
America and in interlarding his story 
with curious bits of information about 
medical practices in the eighteenth 
century. 


In fact, Mr. Kelley goes out of his 
way to cater to the. antiquarian im- 
pulses which, apparently, he believes 
are latent in the reading public. Care 
to know how the Creek Indians got 
their name? How doctors used to 
treat yellow fever? Where the name 
“syphilis” comes from? Or how the 
Royal Navy once made dehydrated 
soup? These and other bits of divert- 
ing and instructive information are 
provided by Mr. 
Kelley who seems 
to have enjoyed his 
researches. 

The principal 
character is John 
Adam Fyfe, M.D., 
of Edinburgh who 
comes to New York 
City to practice 
medicine ‘but who 
soon finds himself 
in debtors’ prison. » 
Fyfe’s luck changes . 
and he is catapulted - 


position of Pres- 
Welneure Seney ident Washington's 
medical emissary to the Alabama coun- 
try which is ruled by Alexander Mc- 
Gillivray. 


The villain is William Agigustus 
Bowles, and the love interest is sup- 
plied by Dorcas, a pure-at-heart prosti- 
tute, and Annalie, a part-Indian rela- 
tive of McGillivray’s. Bowles and 
Annalie are in love, and Dorcas is in 
love with Fyfe who does not love her. 
Finally, Dorcas dies and Annalie gives 
up Bowles for Fyfe. 


All this happens against a convinc- 
ing historical background. Fyfe, 
Dorcas and Annalie are fictional but 
Bowles, McGillivray, Burr, Washington 
and others are, of course, historical 
figures and are portrayed with a min- 
imum of distortion. 


The trouble with the book is that 
the background is better than the 
foreground. Just so the story can end 
happily, Annalie switches her affec- 
tions to Fyfe; and Bowles, the black 
guard, acts for once like a fairly de- 
cent human being. Fyfe, for whom 
the author manipulates everyone else, 
falls hopelessly in love when he sees 
a portrait of Annalie, and then he al- 
lows her to exploit, betray and tease 
him for 496 pages before she consents 
to marry him. 


It is hard to be sympathetic to a 
character who is a trifle gullible and 
whose closest resemblance is to a 
doormat. But fortunately the setting 
of the story makes up for some shaky 
characters and a creaking plot.

NOBEL PRZE WINNER 
STANDS WITH WEST 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 11 (AP) 
—East- West rivairy invaded 
the non-political atmosphere 
of the annual Nobel prize ban- 
quet and ball last night when 
a Chinese-born physics prize 
winner took a public stand for 
the West. 

Standing before King Gustav 
Adolf VI of Sweden and 2000 
other guests, Dr. Chen Ning 
Yang said, “I have dedicated 
myself to science which is born 
out of western origin.” 

Yang, of the Institute for 
Advanced Study at Princeton, | 
N. J.. and Dr. Tsung Dao 
Lee of Columbia University, | 
Ne York. shared the 1957 
prize in physics. Both are. 
American-trained and did their 
prize - winning work in the 
United States. 

The guests included diplo- 
mats from Britain, France and 
Italy, whose citizens won the 
other prizes of $42,000 each 
presented yesterday by the 
‘King. The Nobel committee 
‘sidestepped Red China's ef-

The News Chronicle said 
Britain has had a start of sev- 
eral years on the United 
States and Russia in taming 
the H-bomb for peaceful uses 
and now is ready to announce 
its “terrific potentialities.” 

Refusal Termed Silly. 

“But under a tripartite 
agreement, signed by Britain. 
America and Canada.” the 
newspaper said, “a top secret 
announcement like this one 
can be released only with full 
approval of the three signa- 
tories—and America is with- 
holding her consent.” 

The paper said “America’s 
refusal . . . seems too silly to 


“No _ satisfactory reasons 
have been stated,” the editorial 
when on. “Rightly or wrongly, 
the man in the street is left 
to assume that America is 
merely playing for time. But 
this is not the way partnerships 
should work. and, as Russia 
has shown, atomic achieve- 
ments can be brilliant national 
propaganda.” ...

On Nov. 22, the Atomic En- 
ergy Authority said British and 
American scientists believe 
they have harnessed the H- 
bomb’s power. It said scientists 
of both nations have made 
progress in experiments aimed 
at producing H-power inside a 
laboratory.

HOUSTON, Tex., Dec. 11 
(INS) — What do you do with 
3,000,000 tons of gypsum” 

The Olin Mathieson Chem- 


feal Corp.'s fertilizer plant at 
nearby Pasadena has built up 
a. stockpile of the mineral 
which is growing at the rate 
of a thousand tons a day. 

The company has poured 
thousands of dollar$ Into re- 
search to find a use for the 
powdered gypsum _ which 
emerges ag a so-far unusable 
by-product from the fertilizer 
operation, 

Already the pile occupies a 
30-acre tract of land which is 
becoming known as the highest 
point in East Texas. Upkeep 
of the mountain of gypsum is 
costing $100,000 annually and 
the land tied up is valued in 
excess of another $500,000. 

There are slight impurities 
which prevent its use in wall- 
board, but the company is con- 
tinually hopeful of discovering 
a use for the mineral.

It’s no answer to 
the farm problem at all.” 


Cost Called Too High. 
| “The retirement of whole 
farms is the only way we'll 
ever reduce production,” a con- 
gressional farm expert said, 
“but the cost of doing this on a 
rental basis would be prohibi- 
tive. I don't believe the Ameri- 
ran people would stand for it.” 

Benson did not mention cost 
But some experts estimated 
that, to be effective, it would 
involve at least 50,000,000 
acres. At $10 an acre the rental 
would be $500,000,000. 

A department expert said 
that Benson’s proposed experi- 
ment has possibilities of reduc- | 
ing farm surpluses through 
lowered production, but posed 
this question: “Is the general 
public in a psychological frame 
of mind to use public funds for 
such a plan?” He said much 
of the success of the plan would 
depend on how farmers them- 
selves react to it. 

' Benson announced the trial 
plan at a press conference yes- 
terday. He said farmers in four 
states—Illinois, Maine, Nebras- 
ka and Tennessee—would have 
an opportunity to set the dol- 
lars-an-acre rate they are will- | 
ing to accept — through ¢com- | 
petitive bidding — for putting | 
all their eligible cropland into 
the soil bank’s conservation re- 
serve for a period of five to 
10 years | 
Shift in Procedure. 

This is a complete switch in 
procedure as to who makes the 
pffer of farm aid. The regular 
procedure is for the County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee to 
make offers to farmers for tak- 
ing part or all of their crop- 
land out of production and 
pitting it into the conserva- 
ion reserve. The _ trial plan 
offers farmers an opportunity 
to say to the county ASC com- 
mittees: “I am willing to take 
all my cropland out of produc- 
tion for X dollars an acre for 


five to 10 years. Will you ac- 


cept my bid?” 


The plan is authorized in the | 
conservation reserve sectior of | 


the soil bank law, but it has 
not been pushed as a method 
of getting land out of produc- 
tion of the basic crops of cot- 
ton, corn, wheat, rice and to- | 
bacco, all of which are in sur- 
plus. Benson’s decision to use 
the bid system was “an effort 
to see if we can buy more 
reduction (‘in crops) for each 
dollar spent.” 

Benson said the plan to take 
entire farms out of production 
“removes the incentive to in- 
tensify production on remain- 
ing acres.” 


NIELS BOHR TO REGEIVE 


HONORARY SCIENCE DEGREE) 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 11 
(AP)—Dr. Niels Bohr, Danish 
atomic scientist and Nobel 
prize winner, will receive an 
honorary degree of doctor of 
science at MacAlester college 
here tonight. 

The degree will be conferred 
on the scientist following his 
address on “Atoms and Human 
knowledge.” The lecture will 
be the first in a series by in- 
ternationally - known experts 
under auspices of the school’s 
development council. 

Bohr is one of the towering 
figures in atomic research. He 
was credited with unlocking 
the secrets of atomic structure 
in research on the constitution 
of atoms and molecules 44 
years ago. 


AIRMAN GETS 9 MONTHS 
FOR FIRING AT KOREAN GIRLS 


KUNSAN, Korea, Dec. 11 
(AP)—A _ seven-man_ military 
court today convicted Airman 
3 C Carroll D. Taylor of Cin- 
cinnati, O., of assault with a 
dangerous weapon for firing 
at four Korean girls while on 
guard duty. 

One girl died later of a head 
wound and another was slight- 
ly hurt. Another airman is to 
be tried for the death 

Taylor was sentenced to nine 
months confinement at hard 
labor and with a $75-a-month 
forfeiture of pay. The convic- 
tion and sentence are subject 
to review by a higher military 
authority.

IN BOTH PARTIES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (UP) 
—A Democrat and a Republi- 
can criticized Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Ezra Taft Benson's 
plan to put entire farms into 
grass and trees today. They 
called it a “lazy man’s pro- 
gram” and “‘nuts.” 

Representative Thomas G. | 
Abernethy (Dem.), Mississippi, | 
said he thought not many “gen- | 
uine farmers” would go for the 
idea. “It would end their days | 
of farming.” 

However, Abernethy said re- 
moving entire farms from pro- 
duction probably would con- 
tribute more to the solution of | 
all agricultural problems than | 
individual crop acreage con- 
trob. 


Representative Usher L. Bur- 
dick (Rep.), North Dakota, said | 
it was the “craziest thing’ Ben- 
son had though of yet. “I can't 
think of anything more nuts 
than that. It’s no answer to 
the farm problem at all.” 


Cost Called Too High. 
| “The retirement of whole 
farms is the only way we'll 
ever reduce production,” a con- 
gressional farm expert said, 
“but the cost of doing this on a 
rental basis would be prohibi- 
tive. I don’t believe the Ameri- 
ran people would stand for it.” 

Benson did not mention cost. | 
But some experts estimated 
that, to be effective, it would 
involve at least 50,000,000 
acres. At $10 an acre the rental 
would be $500,000,000. 

A department expert § said 
that Benson's proposed experi- 
ment has possibilities of reduc- 
jing farm surpluses through 
Jowered production, but posed 
this question: “Is the general 
public in a psychological frame 
of mind to use public funds for 
such a plan?” He said much 
of the success of the plan would 
depend on how farmers them- 
selves react to it. 

' Benson announced the trial 
plan at a press conference yes- 
terday. He said farmers in four 
states—Illinois, Maine, Nebras- 
ka and Tennessee—would have 
an opportunity to set the dol- 
lars-an-acre rate they are will- 
ing to accept — through tom- 
petitive bidding — for putting 
all their eligible cropland into 
the soil bank’s conservation re- 
serve for a period of five to 
10 years. 

Shift in Procedure. 

This is a complete switch in 
procedure as to who makes the 
pffer of farm aid. The regular 
procedure is for the County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee to 
make offers to farmers for tak- 
ing part or all of their crop- 
land out of production and 
pitting it into the conserva- 
ion reserve. The trial plan 
offers farmers an opportunity 
to say to the county ASC com- 
mittees: “I am willing to take 
all my cropland out of produc- 
tion for X dollars an acre for 
five to 10 years. Will you ac- 
cept my bid?” 


The plan is authorized In the | 


conservation reserve sectior of 
the soil bank law, but it has 
not been pushed as:a method 
of getting land out of produc- 
tion of the basic crops of cot- 
ton, corn, wheat, rice and to- 
bacco, all of which are in sur-— 
plus. Benson's decision to use 
the bid system was “an effort 
to see if we can buy more 
reduction (‘in crops) for each 
dollar spent.” 

Benson said the plan to take 
entire farms out of production 
“removes the incentive to in- 
tensify production on remain- 
ing acres.” 


NIELS BOHR TORELEIVE

A Collector’s Item 
Molded With Cliches 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11. 

RIGHT AT THE OUTSET of “Playhouse 90's" “Gal- 
vanized Yankee,” a filmed Civil War yarn last week, a 
Confederate prisoner is taken out of the prisoner-of-war 
compound and lined up in front of a firing squad. 

“Not him!" howls his brother and fellow prisoner of 
war (James Whitmore). ‘He's just a kid!” But they mow 
the kid down anyway. “I'll kill vou, Kyper. Somewhere! 
Somehow!” mutters Whitmore. Right there I thought we 
were in for a full evening of movie cliches and, if any- 
thing, I underestimated matters. For connoisseurs in this 
field, this script was a rare jewel . 


FOR INSTANCE, the embittered Northern commandant 
limping along on a game leg doesn’t explain his affliction 
by anything as simple as: “I got a gimpy leg.” He says, 
of course, “I'm only half a man.” And the arguments on 
ethical and practical grounds which bobbed up all the time 
were always prefaced by: “Now you listen to me!” 

Most of the hour and a half was composed of a cross- 
country tour by a mixture of Northern soldiers and their 
Southern P.O.W.’s. Just before they venture forth on this 
jaunt, Whitmore says: “When Kyper killed my brother, I 
swore I'd kill him. I swear it again in front of all of you. 
Kyper will never get to Laramie alive.” 

That provides the theme and you connoisseurs could 
almost write the script from there on in, For instance, 
the line: “I'm going to get to Laramie, Shay, because I got

AND THEN there was: “You're not going to get to 
Laramie, Kyper. The Cheyenne have seen us.” And there 
had to come the moment when the Southern soldiers say: 
“We don’t go one step farther unless you give us rifles.” 
That led inevitably to: “If they don’t move in 30 seconds, 
shoot them.” 

The exchanges between the Northern and Southern 
leaders contained some really fragrant ones: “We're both 
soldiers, Shay. We may have different points of view— 
but we're both soldiers.”’ Then the Northern commandant 


stiffly telling the Southern P.O.W.: “I want you to help me 
get the women and children through. I'm not begging for 
my life, Shay. All I want is your word.”—‘You've got it.” 


RIGHT THERE you know things are drawing to a cli- 
max but they are by no means over. There was time yet 
for this exchange: 

“Go ahead and kill me, Shay. I’m not going to crawl.” 

“You want to die, don’t you? You'd rather die than go 
into Laramie a failure—mission not accomplished.” 

“Go ahead pull the trigger.” 

“I don’t have to kill you, Kyper. You're already dead.” 

The Southerners escape; Kyper gets to Laramie alive 
—in spite of all those dire predictions—and heads for the 
commander to report the escaped Southerners. “They'll be 
hunted down like animals,” protests the kindly old doctor. 
So Kyper takes the blame on his own cliche-ridden shoul- 
ders. 

“Don’t try to make a hero of me,” he says to the 
doctor. 

“That's a word for the battlefield. 
heroics for a man to remember he's a human being, 
the doctor warmly. 

Incidentally, the music followed thé same timieworn path 
as the dialogue with all the cliches in the business. There 
were the stings at each climactic point, the soldier type 
music, the Indian or why-is-it-so-quiet-around-here type 
music, the wide open spaces type music with all its swelling 
chords, charge-of-the-light-brigade type music, the gee, 
isn't-that-too-bad type music (whenever anyone died) and 
finally, when the two men walked off into the sunset, that 
old chestnut, “The Battle Hymn of the Republic.”

Wallboard Problems 


GYPSUM WALLBOARD, as 
we should all know by this 
time, is fastened to the wall 
and ceiling framework with 
nails. The nail heads are set 
a hair below the surface of the 
wallboard and then are cov- 
ered up with spackle or joint 
cement. If the job is done 
right, you will never see or 
hear of those nails again. 

The sad fact of the matter 
is, however, that often things 
aren't done right and the nail 
heads start popping up. This 


can be due to the fact that the | 


framing lumber was not prop- 
erly seasoned. As it shrinks, 
the nails lose some of their 
holding power and come loose. 


Another reason for the 
trouble is that the wallboard 
was not pressed firmly against 
the framing when it was nailed 
in place. If there is a slight 
gap between the board and 
the framing, nails will even- 
tually work loose. 


THE BEST REMEDY is to 
renail the gypsum panels using 
special grooved gypsum board 
nails. These have greater hold- 
ing power than ordinary gyp- 
sum board nails. The new nails 
should be set an inch or so 
from the old ‘nail, and you 
should make a point to force 
the board as tightly against 
the framing as you can as the

Drive the 
nails down so that the heads 
will dent but not tear the out- 
er paper covering on the wall- 
board. Pull out the old loose 
nails and fill these holes and 
the dented areas over the new 
nail heads with spackle. 


Now and then you'll run 
across an installation where 
the nails are holding fine but 
the heads were never set into 
the board or were set but not 
covered over with spackle. 
This isn't much of a problem. 
Set them to dent the paper if 
necessary and then cover with 
spackle. When dry. sand the 
spackle and then touch up with 
paint.

In the bidding Gerber re- 
sponded two clubs to the open- 
ing no-trump bid, asking part- 
ner to show a major suit if he 
had one. When South replied 
two spades, Gerber jumped to 
game. 

By making dummy the mas- 
ter hand, ruffing clubs in 
South and drawing trumps 
with North’s spades, declarer 
had 11 tricks; four spades, 
three hearts on a finesse, the 
ace of clubs, two club ruffs 
and the established fifth club 
in dummy. He set up his 
twelfth trick by squeezing East 
in hearts and diamonds so that 
he was able to win either a 
fourth trick in hearts or the 
king of diamonds. 

West opened the king of 
clubs and when South held up 
the ace, he continued the 
queen of clubs, declarer win- 
ning with dummy’s ace. Hodge 
ruffed a third round of clubs 
with the queen of spades, laid 
down the ace of spades and 
continued the spade nine, 
overtaking with the ten on the 
board. Next he ruffed a fourth 
club with his last spade, 
dropping West's jack. 

Now declarer re-entered 
dummy with the king of hearts 
and played the jack of spades 
to draw East's last trump. He 
followed with the good nine 
of clubs, leaving this situation: 
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The lead of the eight of 
spades squeezed East. If he 
threw a heart, deciarer would 
discard the king of diamonds, 
finesse the jack of hearts, cash 
the heart ace to drop the queen 
and claim the heart ten at the 
end. East actually discarded 
the ace of diamonds. hoping 
his partner held the king. 
Hodge then threw a heart from 
his hand and took the last 
three tricks with the jack-ace 
of hearts and the king of dia- 
monds. 

Declarer made his four- 
spade contract with two over- 
tricks, ‘losing only a club on 
the opening lead.

How Parents Err 
Disciplining a Child 
By Louis Cassels 


(The Last of a Series.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (UP) 

DO YOU ALWAYS THINK of discipline as a system 
of rewards and punishments? Do you “drag the kitchen 
sink’ into every conflict you have with your child? Do 
you find it hard to give a child a clean Yes or a clean 
No? 

These, according to Dr. Fritz Redl, are three of the 
most common mistakes that parents make in disciplining 
their children. 

Redl is chief of the laboratory for child research at 
the National Institute of Mental Health. Here are some 


of his views on discipline, based on 30 years of research 
on childhood behavior problems: 


> TRY TOLERANCE. Parents should not always go to one 
extreme or the other in reacting’ to a child’s conduct. 
There are occasions “when a child should be praised or 
rewarded, and times when he should be scolded or pun- 
ished. But there are a great many instances in which be- 


havior should be neither approved nor disapproved, but 
simply tolerated. 


Toleration is a good way to treat misbehavior 
that is part of a child’s normal growing pains, or is 
symptomatic of inner stress or worry. A child 
won't “get his values confused” if you fail to crack 
down hard on each act of misbehavior. Every 
child, even one who is seriously disturbed, is 
capable of distinguishing between toleration and 
approval. 


The fact that you tolerate a certain kind of behavior 
doesn't mean that you never intervene to control it. On 
the contrary, it frequently is necessary to set and enforce 
clear limits to let a child know that you will put up with so 
much and no more on his “age-typical” or “steam-releas- 
mg antics. 


p TRY TOLERATION. Parents should not always go to one 


term for the tendency of parents to recount all of a 
child's sins and shortcomings each time he gets into 
trouble, instead of focusing disapproval on the “single 


clear issue” involved in the immediate misbehavior. 

. A daughter who comes home later for supper is vio- 
lating family rules and “ought to be bawled out for it.” 
But it is not the time to revive that old wrangle about too 
much lipstick, or her choice of girl friends, or has she 
done her homework. 

Every time you broaden an issue unnecessarily, you 
lay yourself open to an alibi that begs that question. Kids 
are muh better at this type of argument than you are, 
so sy out of it. 


>» THE CLEAN YES AND CLEAN NO. If your child wants 
fo do something, and you are a little dubious about it 
but have decided to let him do it, give your permission 
graciously and keep your reservations to yourself. If 


you hedge your Yes about with all sorts of grumbling 
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and dire warnings, he will not regard it as a privilege 
granted by his parent, but as a victory he has won over 
@ surely apponent. 


“On the other hand, if you are going to say 
No, then say No. You can explain your reasons 
in a polite way, but don’t get bogged down in 
a lot of arguments, and don’t be apologetic for 
trying to protect your child from harm. 


“Try to be equally clean-cut when you are setting 
limits—the home-coming hour, or the amount of television 
to be watched, for example. Some parents seem to think 
that they have to be angry, aggressive and accusing to 
convince a child they mean business about enforcing a 
limit. But a terrific fuss doesn’t make a limit any more 
effective. Clarity does.” 


> DOES REDL BELIEVE in physical punishment? 

“That’s like asking me if I approve of whisky for 
four-year-olds. I have to say No on principle, but I don’t 
mean to imply that an occasional spanking will traumatize 
a child. 


“My main objection to physical punishment Is 
that it is a very poor way of communicating a mes- 
sage to a child. The instinctive reaction of a 
human being to physical hurt is to focus his ag- 
gression on the source of the hurt. That’s why 
a little child kicks the chair he has tripped over. 


“When you are disciplining a child, you want him to 
get mad at himself—and specifically at the conduct which 
got him into trouble. 

“He is more likely to blame his own behavior for his 
punishment if the parent remains in the role of fair-minded 
dispenser of necessary justice, rather than an angry 
executioner who is inflicting physical pain.”

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Testimonial to Spirit of St. Louis

THERE WERE MANY wha 
told Eugene Johnson his tele- 
vision program would never go 
over in St. Louis. Perhaps it 
had been successful in Cali- 
fornia but it was a well known 
fact that Californians are pe 
culiar and go in for a lot of 
strange ideas. St. Louisans, on 
the other hand, are conserva- 
tive. 

Now at the conclusion of the 
nine-week KETC television se- 
ries on community problems, 
“Operation Greater St. Louis,” 
Johnson isn’t gloating obviously 
but he has reason to be proud 
of the interest and excitement 
generated by his brainchild. 
His first big. project since he 
came here to be assistant dean 
of University College of Wash- 
ington University and director 
of civic education and TV ac- 
tivities, “Operation Greater St. 
Louis” has sparked interest in 
77 neighborhood groups inter- 
ested in community betterment. 
In some instances the groups 
were formed to become “View- 
ing Posts” for the series. In 
other cases, groups already in 
existence became aware of 
problems outside their neigh- 
borhood. Most of all, it proved 
that the spirit of St. Louis is 
not an apathetic one. 


“We hear a lot of talk 
about apathy,” Johnson said, 
“but it isn’t apathy because 
people are disinterested. It’s 
because they don’t see where 
and how to get into action. 
We've found people are peo- 
ple whether they live in St. 
Louis or California. They 
want to participate in com- 
munity life—if they feel their 
efforts are appreciated.” 


Those who participated in the 
Channel 9 series may have the 
satisfaction of knowing that 
their efforts are appreciated 
and quite probably will have a 
great effect on the metropoli- 
tan area. Numerous individual 
neighborhood projects have 
gotten under way, and it is ex- 
pected that a central co-ordi- 
nating group will be set up 
soon. 

“Operation Greater St. 
Louis” had its beginnings in 
1955 when Johnson, then at 
San Bernardino Valley College 
in California came to St. Louis 
to attend an Adult Educational 
Conference. At the conference 
he met Paul Greer, retired 
Post-Dispatch outstate edition 
editor, who was one of the dis- 
cussion leaders, and told him 
of a radio technique he’d used 
in a community education proj- 
ect in California. The program 
had been beamed at groups 
that met in private homes. 

“Greer became quite inter- 
ested in the idea,” Johnson re- 
lated, “and said it could be 
used by the Citizens Housing 
Council here. Subsequently 
they did use this idea in a ra- 
dio series called, ‘The Neigh- 
bors Talk.’” 


MEANWHILE, Johnson went 
back to California to think over 
an offer he’d had to come to 
Washington University. He 
came here in September 1956. 
He and George Arms, manager 
of KETC, discussed the idea of 
a community television series 
again and in the spring, the 
work began. They called in rep- 
resentatives from community 
organizations, asked their opin- 
ions, received ideas, questions, 
data. Then began the detailed 
work of developing the TV pro- 
grams and the groups involved. 

“I knew from past experi- 
ences,” said Johnson, “the most 
difficult thing would be estab- 
lishing the viewing posts, which 
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are so necessary to translate 
enthusiasm into practical 
plans.” 

It was decided that 75 groups 
would’ be the right number. 
They set about recruiting these 
groups. 

Some groups were already 
formed, The West End Com- 
munity Conference, for in- 
stace, was a going concern. 
Joseph R. Passonneau, dean of 
the School of Architecture at 
Washington University, had 
students already at work. on 
proposed plans for this area, 
and it was decided that this 
would be a good area in which 
to concentrate efforts since the 
set-up already existed. 

Other recruits came from 
many sources. The Archdioce- 
san council of parish priests 
contributed help. The §ocial 
Planning Council through 
Henry Vosges contacted neigh- 
borhood organizations. The Ur- 


ban League and Teamsters 
Union, Local 688, established 
viewing posts within their 


membership. Individual volun- 
teers recruited groups. A Ssys- 
tem of counselors was set up, 
under Mrs. Don Littleton, and 
they received leadership train- 
ing and discussion guidance. 
Many of them were recruited 
through the Mental Health As- 
sociation and had been through 
that organization’s workshop 
on discussion leadership. 

On Sept. 21 and 22, counsel-. 
ors, other volunteers, represen- 
tatives from Land Clearance 
and Housing Authority, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and others, 
171 in all, attended a confer- 
ence at. Wildwood Springs. Ex- 
penses for the conference and 
for the series were underwrit- 
ten by Sears-Roebuck & Co. 
and ‘because the School of 
Architecture was furnishing 
help, funds from grants to that 
school were released to aid the 
project, 


THE CONFERENCE provid- 
ed a kick-off for the series and 
also an opportunity for people 
to gain experience in partici- 
pating in small discussion 
groups. On Oct. 1, the first pro- 
gram went on the air. 

All nine programs were simi- 
lar in format. From 8 to 8:30 
on Tuesday evenings, a group 
of experts discussed the sub- 
ject of the week—property 
rights, changing neighborhoods, 
planning shopping’ centers, 
schools, home and yard re- 
modeling—with the help of 
moderator George Arms. At 
8:30 the viewing post groups 
meeting in private homes took 
up the discussion among them- 
selves. At 9:30 couriers from 
the viewing posts appeared at 
the station, or questions were 
phoned in, and the listeners 
thus had the opportunity to 
“talk back” to the experts or 
get further information. 


One of the final programs 
showed how far reaching the 
project had become. Under 
the heading, “Toast to the 
Town,” members of several 
neighborhood groups told of 
current projects they had 
undertaken.

DAG HAMMARSKJOLD, the 
Secretary General of the Unit- 
ed Nations, has returned home, 
and again we seem to owe 
him a debt of gratitude for 
his gift of negotiation. His 
accomplishments in the Jor- 
danian-Israeli dispute probably 
will not be known exactly for 
some time, but it is evident 
that he has succeeded in easing 
the tension between those two 
countries. 

Of course, the basic thing 
that has to be brought about 
is an acknowledgement on the 
part of the Arabs that Israel 
is there to stay and that no 
change and no aggression 
against Israel will be allowed, 
any more than there will be 
any aggression on the part of 
Israel against the Arabs. If this 
could once be accepted, the 
whole situation would be clari- 
fied immensely, but so far this 
has not been completely ac- 
cepted by the Arab states. 

It was interesting to have 
the Vice President announce 
to the National Association of 
Manufacturers that “the pros- 
pects are good that the Admin- 
istration will be able to submit 
its fourth balanced budget in 
a row next January.” 


I wonder what domestic 
programs will be cut to avoid 
a tax increase, but I am 
grateful that the Vice Presi- 
dent had the courage to tell 
this audience that there 
would not be any tax cut. 

I am also grateful that he 
pointed out that there must 
be increased foreign aid and 
information programs to 
counter the non-military of- 
fensive of the Soviet Union 
in the uncommitted coun- 
tries of Asia; Africa, and 
even of South America.

PERIGUEUK, France. 
AS 1 HAVE SAID, the Stone 
Age people who occupied caves | 
in this section of France lived 
near the end of the last glacial 


age in Europe. To a large ex- 
tent, the glacier had melted 
away. The weather was better 
than it had been during the 


thousands of years before. 


There still were cold win- 
ters, but the caves protected 
the Cro-Magnon folk from the 
worst of the winter winds. We 
know that they hunted various 
wild animals, including deer, 
bison and antelopes. They used 
bows and arrows, as well as. 
stone-pointed spears. The hunt- 
ers may have stored away some 
of their game for use during 
the coldest months of the year. 

The open season, from the 
end of one winter to the start 
of the next, kept growing long- 
er as the years and centuries 
went by. 

Q. Did the Cro-Magnons make 
pictures on the wall of their 
caves? 


| A. Yes, they were the chief

artists of the Old Stone Age. 
Several of the caves near Peri- 


gueux contain pictures, includ- 
ing paintings, on the walls and 
even on the ceilings. 


Some of the stone lamps 
which they used to light their 
caves have been found here- 
abouts. These are simple af- 
fairs, with a depression in the 
middle of each one. Oil taken 
from anima] fat was employed 
as fuel for stone lamps. 

Q. What was the reason for 
making pictures on the walls 
of caves? 

A. There probably were sev- 
eral reasons. Hunters may 
have desired to make records 
of the animals they brought 
from their hunting trips, also 
of animals which they had seen 
but had failed to bring down. 
The theory has been advanced 


that the pictures were made 
for “marginal” purposes, It is 
possible that some _ artists 
painted pictures of ‘ animals 


which they hoped to shoot with 
their arrows during the next 
hunting season.
